All grants are made by the

rill Lynchs chancellor of the Medi¬ 
cal College of South Carolina at 
Charleston. 

Hartnett said 20 of the 'I960 
grants were new and 20 were for 
continuation of the work. Grants- 
in-aid by the Scientific Advisory 
Board to the TIRC have been 
made to over 100 independent 
scientists since mid-1954, and re¬ 
cipients have already published 
more than 120 research papers on 
their investigations, he said. TIRC 
has so far appropriated $3,700,000 
for its continuing research pro, 
gram.

j- Two of the grants concern heart 
Studies.- One, valued at $30j000, 
involves a three - year project to 
study cardiovascular sounds. This 
pant was awarded to the Med¬ 
ical College's Dept, of Medicine. 
.1 The purpose of Dr. Dale Grooms, 
1 the department's principal investi¬ 
gator, will be to study heart 
sounds so as to be able to dis¬ 
tinguish between those which nor¬ 
mally indicate coronary disease 
rather than a healthy heart. 

A second three - year grant of 
$61,000 will involve the Dept, of 
Surgery with’ Dr. Wendell B. 
Thrower as the principal investi¬ 
gator. 

This grant is provided to study 
mechanical assisted circulation in 
heart failure. The study is to de¬ 
termine whether the heart-lung 
by - pass equipment used com¬ 
monly for heart surgery can be 
used to take over the work of a 
person in heart failure long 
enough to allow the heart and 
patient to become stronger. 

A, $42,000 grant has been made 
to (he Dept, of Microbiology to 
Search -for new treatments of a 
bacterial infection in infants and 
hospital patients which is becom¬ 
ing increasingly difficult to com¬ 
bat. 

Hiis research grant to study 
staphylococcus organisms is an 


outgrowth of the fact that cWtalh' 
strains of staphylococcus are f' , 
sistant to eradication by antlbt ■ 
ics.
